my unavoidable absence from the Steering Committee on the 
1 4th. f .

I confess to some hesitation about your suggested title. 

I recognise, of course, that it has the great advantage that 
almost anything can be discussed under that heading and, given 
the fact that things are developing very fast, both in the economic 
and political sphere, it may be as advantage to be able to shift 
the emphasis at relatively short notice. 

On the other hand it seems *o me that to go on taking the 

pulse of the "Atlantic Community'* would possibly encourage a 

very introverted, not to say hypochondriacal attitude on the part 

of the older members and boredom on the part of the younger 

ones. I think we have reached a stage where the analogy of the 

famous "special relationship" between Britain and the United 

States is not altogether out of place. The Atlantic Community 

exists - as I happen to believe that the "special relationship" 

still exists - but they arc both constantly changing and they both 

have this in common that they are the stronger the less they are 
talked about. 


Of all the suggestions I have seen, I think Gianni Agnelli's 
letter is most to the point. I rather like the idea of examining 
what great power" (and perhaps also "super power") means 
nowadays in quite specific detail, and with special reference to

the relations between the United States and Europe, distinguishing 
carefully between: (a) narrower strategic and defence aspects:

Dear Ernst 


It will be difficult to pick a subject for next 
year's Bilderborg. The reason for this is that one sees a 
real crisis of moral leadership and authority in the West - 
in Europe hardly less than in America. This itself is too 
wide a subject to take on and is anyway inappropriate; but 
the trouble is that anything else will seem to have a com- 
paratively pale appearance. 


One aspect of Western disarray which might have the 
advantage - so dear to us in Bilderherg - of seeming to deal 
with something specific while allowing us to talk about any- 
thing we like, might be the question of global inflation. it 
is anyway probably time for us to pick up an economic subject. 
But apart from that, there appears to be much evidence that 
inflation - in almost all countries in the West - has now 
reached a point where it is practically out of control by 
democratic governments. It certainly is not rosponding to 
conventional correctives. Prices and incomes policies have, 
generally speaking, been disastrous failures. Moreover, the 
co-existence of unemployment and inflation is a phenomenon of 
fairly recent origin and has a paralytic cl lcct on governments . 


The effect of an inflation which has continued and 
grown over many years - even generations - would allow some 
examination of its implications for moral values generally, 
what the extent of government intervention ought to be. and. 
more specifically, whether a higher degree still of govern- 
ment control - e.g. over prices, wages and investment - is 
reconcilable with traditional Western freedom of the individual

Some days ago I met Mr. Androsch at Alpbach and he 
apologized again that he was not able to participate 
in the last Bilderberg Conference. He explicitly asked 
for getting an invitation for the forthcoming Conference 
at Megdvc as early as possible in order to take now of 
the date. 

I am sure that he expressed this desire in agreement 
with the Chancellor, and who knows the Austrian scene 
as well as I do must say that from the governing party 
either Mr. Androsch or Mr. Gratz, the present Mayor 
of Vienna, who is out of question because of his new 
function as Mayor, are adequate participants for Bil- 
derberg. 

It is already more difficult to name a member of the 
OVP because nobody of its present management is 
involved in international problems after Mr. Toncic 
is not available any longer. 

I thought it useful to tell you these ideas already 
now so that wc can adapt to the situation until our 
next meeting. 

Coming now to your letter of August 18, 1973. I agree 
with you that the relations between the United States 
and Western Europe are in a difficult phase. There 
has been no conference more adequate to come back to

the oi iginal idea for installing the Bilderberg Con- 
ferences than the forthcoming meeting in Megdve, e.g, 
to discuss the controversies between America and 
Western Europe where they are existing. At present we 
have to face them in almost all the areas, i.e. pro- 
blems in connection with the Conferences in Tokyo and 
in Nairobi or problems in connection with the political 
and military presence of the United States in Europe. 

But if, for instance, we put the monetary problem on 
the agenda we must avoid that the discussions become 
too academic and are led only by the monetary experts 
Another point is that almost all the monetary experts 
or those who pretend to be were not right in their 
predictions of the development. What I would like to 
suggest is to discuss the economic problems on the 
background of foreign affairs. 

I am quite sure that this complex of questions will 
meet the French interests in a way that we don t have 
to seek for a topic of particular interest to our 
French hosts. Let mo quote one example from the eco- 
nomic field: Do have the trade problems priority ovei 
the monetary problems or vice versa? The French thesis 
obviously gives predominance to the monetary problems. 
Only this topic, I think, will arouse a vivid discussion 

Please don’t worry that I pointed out my ideas such 
briefly, but I hope that they will be of some help to 

you .

8) On the other hand, we should recognize that Bilderberg 
should not necessarily aim at being original in its 
Agenda items, but at being original in the way we discuss 
these problems, prepare and organize our Meeting, and 
invite the right participants. 

9) A very important question is of course that we should be 
more concrete than just discussing the set of relations 
between Europe and North America. This relation is so 
complicated at the present moment, that the question of 
priorities is a very real one. 

10) Our suggestion therefore is that at our meeting of October 
14th we explore the possibility of finding suitable topics 
in the framework of a general Agenda item, which might be 

described as: 

"The State of the Atlantic Community: an Appraisal and 
Priorities" . 


11) A few additional comments: 

a) Atlantic Community is not meant to be a political notion 

It just means North America and Western Europe. Any 
other definition will do. 
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b) We should certainly be very much aware of the fact that 
the problems are not at all exclusively American- 
European, but also very much intra-European. 

c) We should, in making the Agenda items more concrete, 

be very keen on a choice which is of interest to our French 
friends. 

d) Discussing an appraisal and priorities of the Atlantic 
Community does not exclude at all, for instance, a 
discussion on inflation.
